■WRESTLING AT TACOM A. 


Jim m y F a u lk n e r R uns A gainst a P h e ­ 
n o m en al A n tip o d ean . 


T a c o m a .October 28th.—The best wrestling 
match ever held in the Northwest, at the 
Alpha Opera H ouse to-night, was between 
Jam es Faulkner, cham pion lightw eight of 
America, and Charles T. Ecton, cham pion 
o f Australia, fora pttrseof $1,000 and the 
cham pionship of the world. 
There was a 
m arked difference in the men as they ap­ 
peared on the stage, Faulkner show ing a 
m ass of^raúseles hardened and matured, 
w hile Egton, w ho is not twenty years old, 
appeared to be in poor training, with soft 
m uscles not half developed. 
Nevertheless, 
the Australian exhioited an am ount of 
agiiitv and ekiil which gave Faulkner the 
hardest tussle of ir s life in ihe lightweight 
cla°s. 
The first bont was a remarkable exh ib i­ 
tion of the science of wrestling, from both 
contestants, and Egton wun rounds of ap ­ 
plause by the manner in which he evaded 
the powerful holds of his itronger oppo­ 
nent.

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R A IL R O A D TAX CASES. 


T he U nited S tates S uprem e C ourt to H e a r 
T hem S hortly. 
W ashington, October 28th. — In 
the 
U aittd States Supreme Court to-day a m o­ 
tion was m ade to advance on the calendar 
the case of the People of the State of Cali­ 
fornia against ih eS an Pablo and Tulare 
Railroad Company. 
This suit arises out of the assessment of 
the property of the railroad at full cash 
value w ithout deducting the value of m ort­ 
gages on the road, as is done in the case of 
other than railroad property. 
It is contended that the clause of the 
State Constitution which authorizes this 
distinction to be m ade between railroad 
aud other property is contrary to the Four­ 
teenth A m endm ent of the Constitution of 
the United States. 
T his is one of a long 
list of what are known as railroad tax 
eases, which have several tim es been in 
Court, but the m ain point in which ha3 
never been passed upon, the Court always 
deciding the cases before it upon som e 
point ihat did not affect the direct question 
at issue. 
It is believed that the present 
case presents this question of the constitu­ 
tionality ot special taxation of railroad 
property in such way as to com pel a final 
definite settlem ent of the question, all 
matters of extraneous nature having been 
excluded in order to m ake a test case. 
The Court advanced the ease and set it 
for hearing before the full beach. 


R A IL R O A D IN G IN CH IN A . 


M inister D enby T ells th e S tate D e p a rt­ 
m en t o f I ts P ro g ress. 
W ashington, October 28tb. — Minister 
Denby, under date of September 16th, com ­ 
m unicates to the State Department a copy 
of the Im perial decree sanctioning the 
construction of a grand trunk railway from 
H ankow to Peking. 
Li H ung Chang w ill 
build the northern half, and Chi Tetug the 
southern hal'. 
Denby says: “ The Great 
W estern is one of the mam roads for offi­ 
cials going to and from the Capital. 
The 
railway will im m ediately com mand a large 
passenger traffic, and soon a large freight 
traffic. 
It has the advantage also of doing 
away with the isolation o f the Capital, 
w hich during three m onths of the year— 
from the mitidle of December to the m id­ 
dle o f March—is now cut off from com 
m nnication w ith the outer world. 
This 
railway w ill pass through three provinces— 
Chihli, Honan and H ulpst. 
Possibly it 
may traverse H ausi also. 
It is supposed 
Ihat no iarge loan w ill be negotiated, but 
that the road w ill be built in sections, the 
m oney being raised by degrees. 
It is about 
to conclude a loan of 5 000,000 taels, at 
about 5 per c e n t, to build the first section, 
from Esernt, five m iles south of Peking, to 
Cheng Ting. 
The Y ellow river w ill have 
to bo bridged, and this work w iil afford 
European aud American bridge-builders an 
opening for com petition.

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MRS. CHARLES CROCKER. 


The announcement of the death of Mrs. 
Charles Crocker came upon this commu­ 
nity as a great shock. 
The lady was be­ 
lieved to be in fine health and with full 
promise of many pleasant years before her. 
In this city, where Mrs. Crocker passed so 
many eventful years of her life, and where 
she has always maintained a home, she 
was esteemed as only good, broad-minded 
and gentlewomen are. 
Her sudden death 
is here deeply deplored, and the sigas of 
grief over her loss are seen in the counten­ 
ances of the people. 
The citizens of Sac­ 
ramento knew her a3 a woman whose heart 
was tender to all the appeals of humanity, 
who was a faithful wife, and a mother of 
deep affection and an exalte 1 sense of the 
dignity and nobility of the title. 
Her 
ability to contribute to works for the ben­ 
efit of the race and the alleviation of 
human suffering was met by her generous 
and discreet dispensations for those pur­ 
poses. 
She was one of those who believe 
in the mission of wealth to mitigate the 
woes of others and enlarge the opportuni­ 
ties of the people. 
Her charities were not 
pretentiously announced, and there are 
many hundreds of instances in which her 
helping hand had been stretched forth at 
just the right time, of which the general 
public has never been informed. 
Her 
charities were munificent, but never osten­ 
tations. 
W hile wealth gave her the op­ 
portunity to take a front place in the 
society activities of her time, she never ap­ 
peared selfishly ambitious for such honors- 
albeit, she was hospitable with unbounded 
liberality, and took her place in society in 
a manner befitting the important part 
given her to perform in life, but it was 
done in that quiet and dignified manner 
that commanded for her universal re­ 
spect, and won her the regard of all who 
knew her. 
She was at once a liberal 
patron of the fine arts and bountiful in the 
promotion of education. 
She satisfied her 
humane instincts by extending her aid 
to the erection of an edifice for the Young 
Women’s Christian Association, by labor­ 
ing for the Children’s Hospital, by stand­ 
ing the friend of the Bovs’ and Girls’ Aid 
Society, by providing for the Old Peoples’ 
Home in San Francisco, by contributing con­ 
stantly to the Associated Charities, by aiding 
the California Woman’s State Hospital, and 
by a host of private charities to the de­ 
serving needy, that with the natural mod­ 
esty and reserve of her character were not 
permitted to be made known to the world 
at large. 
Mrs. Crocker for twenty-three 
years was a resident of this city. 
She 
really began her married life here as a 
woman of very limited means; here the 
foundation of her fortune was laid and her 
possessions largely accumulated ; here ail 
her children were born; here she faced 
the world with her husband and together 
they won from it success. 
Around Sacra­ 
mento, as she frequently said, clHng the 
sweetest memories of her life, and so at­ 
tached was she to this, her early home, 
that she never surrendered her residence 
here, and always spent some portion of 
each year among this people. 
There is 
sincere mourning in Sacramento for her 
untimely death, and in this city her mem­ 
ory will ever be cherished with the tender- 
est regard.

Mrs. Mary A. Crocker, widow of the late 
Charles Crocker, of the Southern Pacific 
Company, died at 4:35 p. m. on Sunday, at 
her residence on California street, San 
Francisco. 
H er death was entirely unex­ 
pected, as she had been in unusually good 
health and spirits up to Sunday morning, 
when she felt slightly indisposed. 
She re­ 
m ained in bed during the day, though her 
illness was not considered serious, and no 
alarm was felt by her friends. At the hour 
mentioned she was suddenly attacked with 
a paralytic stroke and died almost instan­ 
taneously. Mrs. J. B. W right, wife of Divi­ 
sion Superintendent Wright, of Sacramento, 
and Mrs. A. M. Eaton, mother-in-law of Col. 
C. F. Crocker, were with her at the time, 
and her son, George Crocker, and W. E. 
Brown were in the house. 
Dr. BeDjamin 
Marshall, the family physician, was has­ 
tily summoned, but Mrs. Crocker had 
passed away before he reached her bedside. 


Sacramento yesterday m orning on a special 
train on their way to San Francisco. 
Her 
daughter, Mrs. C. B. A lexander (nee Hattie 
Crocker) returned to her hom e in New 
York two weeks ago. 
The news of Mrs. Crocker’s death was re­ 
ceived in this city with profound sorrow. 
The flags were placed at half-mast on all 
the railroad company 8 buildings and ex­ 
pressions of regret were heard on all sides. 
She had lived in this city for twenty-three 
years and was loved and esteemed by all 
who knew her. 
She never gave up her 
residence in this city and spent a few days 
at her elegant m ansion here every year. It 
is only three weeks 9ince she was among 
ns, the picture of health and with every 
prospect of a long life of usefulness before 
her. 
Owing to the absence of m any members 
of the family, the date of the funeral has 
not yet been fixed. Mrs J. R W atson, Miss 
Susan Dnuiap and Miss Deming, of this city, 
went to San Francisco yesterday to assist 
in the preparations for the funeral.

SOCIAL AND PERSONAL. 


Mrs. Crocker was born at Mishawaka, 
four miles from South Bend, Ind., and was 
Bged 61 years and eleven m onths at the 
tim e of her death. H er maiden nam e was 
M ary A. Deming and she was the daughter 
of Judge John J. and Em ily Deming, of 
that place. Judge Deming was a m an of 
standing in the com m unity in which he 
lived, was possessed oi ample means, aDd 
his daughter Mary received a splendid ed­ 
ucation at Mrs. W illiard’s Seminary, at 
Troy, N. Y., which was supplemented in 
later years by extensive travel and observa­ 
tion. Charles Crocker m et her at South 
Bend before he came to California. Shortly 
after the big fire in Sacramento in 1851. be 
went East and m arried her in her native 
city. They came to California and settled 
in Sacramento, where they resided for 
tweDty-three years. 
In 1874 they moved 
to San Francisco, and soon after occupied 
the large Crocker m ansion on California 
street. 
Mrs. Crocker bore her husband six 
children, two of whom died in infancy. The 
other children are Charles F., George and 
W illiam H . Crocker, and Mrs. C. B. Alex­ 
ander, who now resides in New York. H er 
only living brother, Theodore Deming, re­ 
sides in this city. She has nephews and 
neices living at South Bend, Ind. 
The life of Mrs. Charles Crocker was one 
in which the noblest elements of true 
womanhood were revealed. H er love of 
home was strong, and her chief interest in 
life lay in the duties of a wife and mother. 
H er heart found large room, too, especially 
in the latter years of her life, for those 
whom misfortune and misery had made 
tbeir own, and unnum bered poor, into 
fwhose lives she brought a little sunshine 
while her life lasted, will experience heart­ 
felt sorrow at her death. 
Mrs. Crocker was a woman of m uch per­ 
sonal beauty and of fine presence. H er 
hair during late years has been almost 
white, and her expression was always 
bright, intelligent and sweet. The photo- 
giaph from which our portrait was sketched 
was taken by Thors two years ago. She 
had a large social acquaintance in the East, 
as well as in Europe, which she visited 
several times. H er tastes were very re­ 
fined, and were everywhere displayed in 
her palatial home on California street, 
whose interior decorations and furnishings 
were largely made under her direction. 
She never showed any strong ambition 
to take the place of a social leader, being 
more inclined to quietly enjoy the com­ 
panionship of her circle of intim ate friends 
about her, but still m anv of her receptions 
have been notable social events in San 
Francisco society. 
Few, if any, more 
brilliant social affairs have ever quickened 
into keen interest the social world of San 
Francisco than those which have made the 
interior of her California street hom e re­ 
splendent with life and beauty and the 
scene of lavish hospitality. None of those 
present will ever forget her reception to 
General Grant during his visit here, and 
which the General pronounced the most 
magnificent entertainm ent that had been 
given to him in all his tour around the 
world. 
Since the death of her husband, in A u­ 
gust. 1888, Mrs. Crocker had lived in social 
retirem ent, devoting her tim e and interest 
very largely to the charities which were so 
near to her heart. 
In the field of charity her name will long 
stand em inent among the most liberal 
givers who have lived and wrought in San 
Francisco. H er benevolence was never os­ 
tentatious, but proceeded from a heartfelt 
interest in the sufferings of those about her, 
as is evidenced by the tim e and personal 
attention which she bestowed on the char­ 
itable enterprises which she patronized. 
She was out on some mission of mercy 
nearly every day, visiting the kindergartens 
in which she was interested, especially the 
Silver street kindergarten, and the many 
other institutions for whose success and 
prosperity she was largely responsible. 
Since the corner stone of theO ld People's 
Home wa9 laid she had watched its pro­ 
gress with keen interest, but few days pass­ 
ing when she did not inspect the work on 
the magnificent structure which was rising 
at her bidding. Besides the institutions 
enumerated elsewhere, which were most 
prom inent in those which enjoyed her pa­ 
tronage, her charity went out through 
m any channels of which the world knew 
nothing. 
H er most intim ate friends say 
that one of her characteristics was a dispo­ 
sition to closely inquire into all objects of 
charity brought to her attention, learning 
all she could of people in distress who 
came to her notice, and then giving aid 
with rare judgment. 
Her pet project was the building of the Old 
People's Home now in course of construction 
on Pine street, between Steiner and Pierce, 
the corner-stove of which was laid three 
m onths ago. She had calculated on ex­ 
pending $200 000 in its construction, the 
building to be of brick, stone and terra 
cotta, and covering half a block of land. 
The work on the building will not be 
stopped, for the present at least, and Mrs. 
Cracker's representatives will probably have 
her wishes concerning it fulfilled. She wes 
also a liberal contributor to the Young 
W omen's Christian Association, and do­ 
nated the lot for the building which has 
been erected on O’Farrel! street, between 
Gough and Octavia. She also gave largely 
to the building fund to complete the build­ 
ing. and interested herself in the arrange­ 
m ent and managem ent of the Association. 
A nother charitable institution which has 
been indebted to Mrs. Crocker lor its sup­ 
port is the Boys’ and Girls’ Aid Society on 
Grove street, between Baker and Lyon. 
The late Charles Crocker paid for the build­ 
ing, the lot on which it stands being the 
gift of Senator Fair. Mrs. Crocker has 
kept up her interest by liberal contribu­ 
tions for its support. She frequently vis­ 
ited the children alone and with friends, 
and was recognized as their 
principal 
patron. The California W oman's Hrspital, 
on Sacramento street, and the Children's 
Hospital, on California street and Central 
avenne, also came in for a liberal share of 
Mr9. Crocker's generosity, in the shape of 
contributions of money and friendly visits. 
The kindergartens of ihe city, and par­ 
ticularly the Silver street Kindergarten As­ 
sociation, received her special attention, 
and she was most active in their successful 
establishment. 
Although not a member of any church, 
Mrs. .Crocker was a regular attendant at 
the First Congregational Church, and she 
was active in her support of all cbnrch 
work. H er daughter. Mrs. C. B. Alex­ 
ander, recently gave $10,000 to be ex­ 
pended in the purchase of a new organ for 
the chnrch. 
George Crocker was the only one of her 
children present when Mrs. Crocker passed 
away so suddenly. 
Colonel C. F. Crocker, 
her oldest son, is in Paris in company with 
.1. B. W right, of this city, 3nd several San 
Francisco friends. 
W illiam H. Crocker 
and his wife were on the road to Portlsud, 
having left San Francisco on Saturday 
evening. They were at once informed of 
the sad event by wire and passed through

The City Trustees met yesterday in reg­ 
ular 
weekly 
session. 
Present, Mayor 
Gregory and Trustees McLaughlin and 
Wolf. 
The waterworks report showed that dur­ 
ing last week 25,276,000 gallons of water 
were supplied, the Holly pumps running 
163 hours and the Stevens pump six hours. 
Bids for supplying sewer-pipe were re­ 
ceived from George Muddox & Son, W. J. 
O’Brien and the San Francisco Sewer-pipe 
Association, but no action was taken there­ 
on. 
The work of improving Thirteenth street, 
between K and L, was ordered discontin­ 
ued ow iD g to > remonstrance from prop- 
erty-owners on that block. 
Dr. Clayton asked permission to repair 
his wooden sidewalk on Seventh street, 
which was granted, for temporary purposes. 
Mr. Shaw appeared before the Board in 
response to an order to show canse why he 
had violated the sidewalk ordinance on K 
street, between Seventh and Eighth, by re­ 
pairing with plank. 
After an explanation by the gentleman, 
the Board agreed to overlook the offense, 
provided he would have a cement walk 
constructed within a month. 
T. C. Churchman complained of an al­ 
leged nuisance in the vicinity of Twenty- 
ninth and F streets, arising from the m ain­ 
tenance of a dairy there. 
Mr. Hoyt appeared and agreed to accept 
$75 in full payment for the injury alleged 
to have been done his property by city 
sewage, and the proposition was accepted. 
Conrad Clinch, who resides on the corner 
of the alley on the south side of Seventh 
street, between K and L, asked leave to re­ 
pair his plank sidewalk to serve until the 
street shall be graded. Referred to the 
Street Commissioner. 
A remonstrance was received from a ma­ 
jority of property-owners in the block be­ 
tween Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth, 0 
and P streets, against the grading of the 
alley in that block. 
Dr. Shields, one of the property-owners 
on an adjoining block, from which the 
water comes that causes the trouble, ap­ 
peared and said that a small expenditure 
bv the residents there would be sufficient to 
remove the nuisance complained of. 
The bids for the work, as previously or­ 
dered, were opened. There were three— 
one for 45 cents, one for 44 cents and one 
for 591 cents a cubic yard. 
* 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, the 
matter was laid over for one week. 
A resident in the vicinity of Fourth and 
L streets reported that a fine fish-pond had 
been created on Fourth street, between R 
and 8, and desired it looked after. Referred 
to the Street Commissioner. 
Mayor Gregory referred to the fact that 
persons in erecting awnings got them on 
varying angles, and suggested that the City 
Engineer be instructed to adopt, as nearly 
as pcssible, a uniform system. So ordered. 
Mrs. Knauer appeared and said she 
wanted to know why the Board had not 
kept its promise, made three months ago, 
to improve the condition of the canal at 
Thirty-first and Y streets. She claimed 
that her property was injured in value from 
the effects of the canal's condition, and yet 
she bad to pay full taxes. The canal runs 
right alongside the curbing on her prop­ 
erty, and she insisted that there was not a 
property-owner in the city who would sub­ 
mit to it. 
Mayor Gregory and the other Trustees 
remarked that something should be done 
to remedy the evil, not only so far as Mrs. 
Knauer’8 property is concerned, but all 
others in the vicinity, and it was decided 
to have the City Engineer make an estimate 
of the cost of what should be done there 
and report at the next meeting. 
Mayor Gregory said he had received a 
communication complaining of the condi­ 
tion of the street crossings at Seventeenth 
and I streets. 
A complaint was also received 
that 
the electric light at Fifteenth and I streets 
was too low, and the Clerk was instructed 
to notify the company to raise it. 
A complaint was received as to the con­ 
dition of the sidewalk on the west side of 
Eleventh street, between Q and R. 
On motion of Trustee McLaughlin, the 
sidewalk on the north side of M street, from 
Fourth to Fifth, was ordered condemned. 
Mayor Gregory called attention to the 
cut-off in the sidewalk on the north side of 
K street, just above Fourth. 
Tiustee McLaughlin reported that the 
owner of the property had recently re­ 
turned, and he would see that the difficulty 
was remedied. 
The assessment of J. G. Camp on the 
west half of lot 7, P and Q, Thirteenth and 
Fourteenth streets, was ordered canceled, 
the same having been previously assessed 
to the former owner and paid. 
The Mr. Bergmann who has been camp­ 
ing on the trail of the gardener at the Plaza 
for some weeks presented written charges 
against the latter, whom he claimed had 
an unwarranted prejudice against him. 
Yet in his communication he admitted that 
the gardener had reproved him simply for 
self-admitted violations of 
the public 
square. 
The hearing of the charges were tem­ 
porarily laid over, and the Board adjourned.

SCHOOL SUBJECTS. 


A n o th e r o f S a c ra m e n to ’s P io n e e r C itiz en s 
C a lle d fro m K a rlh . 
The announcement in the R ecobd U n io n 
yesterday morning of the death of John 
McNeill caused a sensation of profound 
regret in this community, and especially 
among the early settlers. The deceased 
was one of those warm-hearted, generous 
men that it is always a pleasure to meet, 
About 1855 he was associated in business 
with L. B. Bencbley, under the firm name 
of Benchiev, McNeill & Co., J street, be­ 
tween Sixth and Seventh, prior to which 
time he was employed in a furniture store 
at Fifth and K streets, where W. D. Com­ 
stock is now in business. Later he became 
associated with the firm of Sueath and 
Arnold, grocers, on the northeast corner of 
Second aud J streets. 
In the spring of 1S63 the partnership 
was dissolved by mutual consent, Mr. 
Sneath retiring, and a new firm was formed 
of John Arnold, John McNeill. L. S. Ad­ 
ams and L. A. Upson, undet the name of 
John Arnold it Co., remaining so nntil 
1866, wben Mr. Arnold sold his interest to 
the remaining partners, and the firm name 
became Adams, McNeill & Co. Mr. Upson 
disposed of his interest to the remaining 
partners in January, 1S08, and the firm was 
then composed of L. S. Adams and John 
McNeill, who have been interested in tbe 
house in one capacity or another for over a 
quarter of a century. Mr. McNeill dis­ 
posed of his interest August 15, 1889, on 
account of failiDg health. 
Mr. McNeill was a man who took a lively 
interest in all movements of a charitable 
character, and was the last of the original 
Directors of the Howard Benevolent Asso­ 
ciation, which was organized in 1857. 
He was a Director of the Sacramento Li­ 
brary Association for many years, a mem­ 
ber of the Exempt Firemen’s Association 
from its organization, and the founder and 
Musical Director of the Philharmonic So­ 
ciety for about fifteen years from its organ­ 
ization, which was early in the fifties. He 
was one of those men one delighted to meet 
on anv occasion. There was no uncertain 
grip of the hand, but always a hearty salu­ 
tation that readily put his caller at ease. 
The church-goers of Sacramento who at­ 
tended the Congregational Chnrch a third 
of a century ago will call to mind the 
charming music rendered by the choir, 
consisting of Miss Tozer (since Mrs. Mc­ 
Neill), Mts. May and John McNeill, and 
Harry Thompson, with L. B. Bencbley 
(Mr. McNeill’s business partner), as organ­ 
ist. It was John McNeill that first con­ 
ceived the idea of putting a large pipe- 
organ in the church, and by his great 
energy and money expenditures the two 
organ concerts were successfully conducted 
that contributed largely toward liquidating 
the organ debt, and no one has contributed 
in the past more than he toward building 
up the society. 
His friends had noticed that since the 
death of his only daughter, Midge, which 
occurred nearly twenty years ago, he had 
been prone to melancholy, as his heart was 
partially buried with her, and he has not 
seemed the same light-hearted man since, j 
To this sorrow was added the death of his ) 
only son, Godwin, a few years since—a ! 
young man of bright promise—and his cup j 
of bitterness had since been overflowing. 
i 
Deceased was a good citizen, a generous 
man. and a warm friend. If ever a mortal j 
has deserved well, his greeting in the Eter­ 
nal City will be: “ Weil done, thou good

The City Board of Education met last 
night for regular monthly meeting, Pres­ 
ent—Chairman Todd and Directors Skel­ 
ton, Davis, Hopley. Senatz, Martin, Tufts 
and Chipman. M. R. Beard. Secretary. 
Architect Hamilton appeared before the 
Board and explained the circumstances 
under which a demand of his for $40 for 
drawing certain plans was made. He said 
the work had been regularly ordered by 
the committee having the matter in charge. 
Director Chipman, from the Furniture 
and 3upplies Committee, submitted a com­ 
munication from the Bancroft Company in 
relation to supplying and settiDg up the 
school desks recently purchased, in which 
the company claimed that it was entitled 
to one-half the cost of selling them up.

Director Skelton, from the Committee on 
Buildings and Repairs, reported that he 
had bad low places about the new school- 
house at Twenty-first and L streets filled, 
a picket fence erected about the lot and 
other necessary work done. 
He bad also had some filling done at 
Seventh and G streets, and broken win­ 
dows supplied in other schools. 
Mr. Skelton also reported that water was 
standing in the yard at Sixteenth and N 
streets, and it was decided to have a trench 
dug there to drain the place. 
It was ordered that the Building and Re­ 
pair Committee have cinders spread about 
the new school-house yard, from the build­ 
ing to the gates. 
On motion of Director Martin, the Board 
accepted an invitation from the County 
Board of Education to attend tbe Teachers’ 
Institute, commencing on the 25th of No 
vember. 
An application for a position as teacher 
was received from Miss Jennie Richards. 
Secretary Beard—“There's a new drum 
needed at the Capital Grammar School.” 
Director Martin—"Well, that teafsme!” 
Tbe Superintendent was instructed to 
purchase the necessary instrument of tor­ 
ture at a limited figure.” 
Chairman Todd said that Mr. Bovyer 
claimed that the ventilator for the outhouse 
at the Sutter School, which recently blew 
down, was too large for the timbers used; 
and although he did the work according to 
the plans, he would replace it if the Board 
so decided. Referred to the Building and 
Repairs Committee. 
Mr. Todd reported that the seventh 
grade class in the Perry Seminary Build­ 
ing was small and could be dispensed with, 
and the pupils distributed elsewhere. 
The following changes in teachers’ posi­ 
tions were made, to go into effect Novem­ 
ber 1st: 
Miss Josie J. Regan, from the second to 
the first grade at Twenty-first 
and L 
streets. 
Miss Minnie Sweeny, from tbe third 
grade at Tenth and P to the second grade 
at Twentv- first and L streets. 
Miss Maggie Little, from tbe sixth grade 
at Seventh and G streets to the third grade 
at Tenth and P. 
Miss Maggie Paine, from the seventh 
grade at Tenth and Q to the sixth grade at 
Seventh and G. 
Miss Mary McManns, trom the seventh 
grade at the Perry Seminary (now closed) 
to the seventh grade at Tenth and Q streets. 
Director Hopley, from the Library Com­ 
mittee, reported the necessity of providing 
the new Grammar School with a set of the 
American Encyclopedia, 
and one was 
ordered. 
Director Martin moved that tbe night 
school be removed from the Perry Semi­ 
nary building to the High School.

ON THE RIGHT PATH. 


P r o s e c u tio n s fo r A lle g e d V io la tio n s o f 
th e D e e r L aw . 
The frequent reference in the R e c o rd - 
U n io n of late concerning the steady killing 
of female deer for their skins, and the con­ 
stant transportation of the latter to market 
in violation of the law, has begun to bear 
fruit in this part of the State. Last week 
tbe Fish and Game Commission’s chief 
detective, Captain Dalton, called at this of­ 
fice and stated that he wa3 about investigat­ 
ing the matter of the alleged possession by 
a local firm of a large consignment of deer­ 
skins which did not show the sex of the 
animals from which they were taken. 
Reference to the matter was withheld until 
the officer could get bis evidence, which 
was procured yesterday in tbe shape of a 
couple ot hides that bear no evidences of 
the sex of their former wearers. 
Warrants were then issued from Justice 
Devine’s office on complaints drawn in the 
District Attorney’s office and sworn to by 
Matt Coffey, of the police force, for service 
on John Blair, manager for W. R. Knights 
& Co., proprietors of a hide warehouse on 
Front and L streets. The complaints were 
drawn under different provisions of Section 
626 of the Penal Code, and charge the 
defendant with having in his possession 
the skins of does, and also with having 
skins from which “evidence of sex had 
been removed.” 
There is little donbt but that year in and 
year out, and at any and ail seasons, illegal 
traffic in deer-hides has been carried on in 
this city, as well as in many other places. 
Within five days sfter the deer season has 
opened, thousands of skins reached Sacra­ 
mento and San Francisco from Michigan 
Bluff and other points along the Sierra 
Nevada, while similar palpable violations 
have been going on in the Coast Range dis­ 
tricts. This could not have been done un­ 
less by killing the deer in the close season, 
and also killing them without regard to 
sex. 
As a rule, tbe law officers in the several 
counties bave been slow to prosecute, and 
the Courts to punish the violators of the 
law, but why such should be the case it 
is difficult 
to understand. 
The hide- 
hnnters 
are 
few 
in 
number, 
and 
deserve 
not 
the 
slightest 
consid­ 
eration at the hands of tbe people whom 
they are robbing day and night of their 
valuable property. They are a class whose 
friendship can benefit no man. aDd Ibeir 
hirelings of csnrse do not deserve notice, 
as they belong to the lowest order of crea­ 
tures. One way to keep these vandals 
front plying their illegal and robbing prac­ 
tices is to make it so hot for men who bay 
the product of tbeir unlawful calling that 
there will be no market tberefor. Every 
man who is able to read the papers knows 
he has no right to have in his possession, 
or deal in, the skins taken from female 
deer shot down in violation of the law, aud 
if he continues in snch business he most 
expect to be punished. 
Of course, it is too early to pass judgment 
in the case above referred to, bnt it is to be 
hoped that, if the evidence warrants it, the 
officers will prosecute it with vigor, and 
they say they will do so.

TWrs. Conklin Tells A bout the Doctor’s 
!>is^])|>eurauc«. 
Chicago, October 28:b.—A t the opening 
-of the Cronin trial this m orning, Napier 
M oreland, employed 
in D inan’s livery 
stable, testified to tbe facts of hiring a 
w hite horse, as testified to by Dinan on 
Saturday. 
He Baid that when the horse 
came at 9:30 he was puffing and gave evi­ 
dence of having been hard driven. 
The 
buggy was covered with sand and m ud. 
Mrs. Conklin, at whose house Dr. Cronin 
last lived, was the next witness. She re­ 
told atAtreat length aud m inuteness the 
story ot how Dr. Oronin was called for by 
a m an who ostensibly wanted him to go to 
attend one of O’Sullivan’s ice men, who 
had been hurt. This was on the evening 
of the m urder. She identified the horse 
aud bnggy in which he was taken away as 
a white horse and a tup buggv. taken from 
D inan’s livery stable on an order from De­ 
tective Dan Coughlin, one of the prisoners. 
She also described an interview she had 
w ith O’Sullivan on the following day in 
th e presence of a Pinkerton m an. O'Sul­ 
livan, she said, confessed that appearances 
were against him , but declared that he 
knew nothing about the m atter and did 
not send for Cronin. 
She was crcss-exam 
in ed at great length. 
M rs.Conklin’s cross-examination brought 
■out the fact that w ithin a tew days atier 
The disappearance of Cronin, Police Captain 
Shaack Drought Dinan’s white horse and a 
•buggy to her house for identification, and 
th at she had failed to identify the anim al. 
O n theS K h of May, when the anim al was 
brought by a reporter she identified it. 
Mrs. Conklin accounted for this by saying 
th at the circumstance of the weather and 
the light were diiierent at these times. The 
reporter presented tbe anim al under sim i­ 
lar conditions as when the doctor was 
-driven awav. The cross-examination lasted 
until late in the afternoon. 
Charles W. Beck, the reporter who drove 
th e horse to Conklin's house when Mrs. 
Conklin identified it, m erely testified to 
th at effect. 
Sarah McNally, who was in Dr. Cronin’s 
reception room when the mysterious man 
cam e for him , gave a description of the in ­ 
dividual, tallying closeiy with that given by 
Mrs. Conklin. 
Dr. Cronin’s brother, from Arkansas, tes­ 
tified briefly to having identified the Lake 
View corpse as that of his brother. 
Conklin, the saloon-keeper, with whom 
Cronin resided, sfes re-calied and testified 
to starting out first on the m orning of 
Cronin’s absence to search for the doctor. 
A t O’Sullivan’s house the ice m an was 
seen and denied having sent for Cronin or 
th at any of his men had been hurt.
